Police had to 
clear the streets of eager husbands 
and housewives who clamored to hear 
those secrets about cheap and whole- 
some food. 


Four Doctors Eye Experiment. 


Four doctors were appointed to su- 
pervise the experiment and ascertain 
the nutritive value of Mrs. Meidell’s 
dishes. The verdict was in her favor. 

Believing the Norwegians eat too 
much meat, Mrs. Meidell’s menus cut 
down on the animal foods and substi- 
tute vegetables. 

Throughout Norway husbands are 
citing this cook book as a reason for 
reducing their wives’ allowances and 
demanding economy in the kitchen. 
Mrs. Meidell is said to have received 
many anonymous letters from women 
threatening her with violence.

Safe on Ships.

Washington, D. C., March 26.—([{Spe* 
cial.J]—Fifteen hundred marines were 
today ordered to China by the Cool 
luge administration at the request of 
Williams, com- 
mander in chief of the Asiatic fleet. 
The force will include an artillery de- 
tachment and an aviation unit. 

This development came simultane- 
ously with the receipt by President 
Coolidge of official reports that ali 
Americans known to be in Nanking 
had been safely evacuated to Amer- 
ican war vessels lying in the Yangtze 
river. The reports disclosed only one 
American killed and two injured. 

Fear that sparks from the anti-for- 
eign outbreak at Nanking, where a 
massacre of Americans Wag narrowly 
averted, might set undisciplined and 
radical elements in other sections of 
China aflame prompted American offi. 
cials to order rei&forcements to the 
troubled area. 

Situation in Ports Tense. 

Jt was said that Admiral Williams 
requested the additional marines as « 
precautionary measure in the event 
that lawlessness should spread through 
the area controlled by the Cantonese 
forces. Reports received by the state 
department and the nayy from other 
Yangtze ports, including Hankow, the 
Cantonese capital, aud Shanghai 
self, indicate that the situation is 
tense. American destroyers are now 
en route to three different ports where 
trouble is feared, 

Another cause of concern to the 
President and his cabinet is the cer- 
tainty that the Chinese radicals wil! 
deliberately misrepresent the Nanking 
incident and make inflammatory cap 
ital of its shelling by allfed forces. 
While Shanghai is quiet on the surface, 
there is a strong undercurrent of un- 
rest, and apprehension is apparent in 
all official dispatches received here. 
The presence there of Chiang Kai

Gestroying the “ great world,” a Chi- 
nese amusement resort. Police and 
military threw a cordon around the 
burning property and prevented vio- 
lence or looting. 

A number of unarmed Cantonese 
soldiers who were seen in the streets 
of the French concession lent credence 
to the reports of a nationalist invasion, 
causing the householders to pack up 
‘their .belongings in readiness for in- 
stant departure somewhere. 

Two hundred refugees, mostly Brit- 
ish and Americans, have arrived. 
Among the refugees who have reached 
Shanghai from Nanking is Mrs. John 
K. Davis, wife of the American consul 
at Nanking: 


Destroyer Leaves Nanking. 

The United States destroyer Preston 
departed from Nanking today bound 
for Shanghai, carrying sixty-six mis- 
sionaries evacuated from Nanking uni- 
versity, and according to a British of- 
ficial wireless tonight all foreigners in 
Nanking are now accounted for ex- 
cepting two Indian Sikh watchmen. 

An unconfirmed report says two 
French priests were killed in the Nan- 
king fighting. 

In addition to the refugees on the 
Preston, the American consulate is in 
receipt of a wireless message that fur- 
ther refugees are ing dispatched 


from Nanking on two Chinese steam- 
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ers, which will probably arrive here 
tomorrow. The U. S. 8S. Preble is on 
the way to rescue Americans in the 
vicinity of Kiukiang. 

The naval authorities are dispatch- 
ing gunboats and a small cargo steam- 
er to Chinkiang, Kiangyin, Nantung- 
chow and Chiaoto Chen, all containing 
small groups of American missionar- 
ies. 

About fifty missionaries stationed at 
Soochow arrived by launch today after 
a roundabout but uneventful trip. 

According to Clarence Gauss, ‘Ameri- 
can consul general here, urgent in- 
structions have been sent to all upper 
Yangtze ports from Nanking to 
| telling isolated groups of 
missionarits to come to Shgnghai in 
order to avoid further troubles. 

A British Devonshire battalion ar- 
rived from Hongkong today and also 
the aircraft carrier Hermes with 
thirty airplanes and 159 horses for 
cavalry and scouting parties. A bat- 
talion from the British border regi- 
ment is on the way from Hongkong. 

Persistent reports from reliable Chi- 
nese sources, the dispatch says, indi- 
cate that an attack by Chinese forces 
from the French side was due during 
the night.

London Plans to Send 
More Troops to Orient.

TRIBUNE learns. 

The. concentration of 2,600 troops, 
mostly Gurkha battalions, with moun- 


tain artillery, on the Sino-Burmese 
border near the town of Meitkyna, 
where the Cantonese have started 
new propaganda centers and where 
serious trouble is feared, has also be- 
gun. 

Fear Japanese Move. 


It is generally feared grave danger 
lurks in the orient. Official opinion 
Was greatly disturbed today over in- 
formation from Japan that a com- 
plete Japanese division, with artillery, 
has embarked and is already some- 
where on the sea for an unknown des- 
tination in China, Wifich is supposed 
to be the Nanking area, with two 
more divisions ready to be dispatched 
at a day’s notice. 

It is supposed here that the Jap- 
anese are planning military operations 
which would place them in control of 
the key position in the Yangtze val- 
ley between the northern and south- 
ern forces, making them the arbiters 
in the situation. It is pointed out 
that the present developments make 
impossible a protest against Japanese 
encroachment, because Tokio could 
point out that the events and murders 
at Nanking are demonstrating the 


British military leaders in Shanghai 
reported to London today that the sit- 
uation 1s pregnant with peril for the 
future, as the policy of the Cantonese 
is to create around the settlement 
areas panic and discontent. The dan- 
ger is growing hourly. 


Report Russian Guns on Way. 


Renewed warnings also were given 
by the Shanghai military against the 
danger of the bolsheviks supplying the 
Cantonese with heavy guns which, ac- 
cording to some reports, are already 
in transports on the Yellow sea, wait- 
ing an opportunity to be unloaded. 

Military experts here say that the 
best way out of the trouble, if it oc- 
curs, is to remain passive in Shanghai 
and throw the Cantonese out of Can- 
ton, which operation would be easier 
because ofthe proximity of the pow- 
erful Hongkong base.

On the face of THz TRIBUNE straw 
vote, without the required readjust- 
ments, former Mayor William Hale 
Thompson is running ahead of the 
present mayor the equivalent of 
109,000 votes. This is comparable witb 
« Thompson lead a week ago of around 
140,000. 

In the figures presented today, 
Thompson obtained more than twice 
as many straws as Mayor Dever. The 
poll consists of west side movie the- 
aters and certain street intersections 
in. the heart of the south side colored 
area, which accounts in large measure 
for the poor showing <f the present 
mayor. 


Colored Belt for Thompson. 


The colored citizens are normally 
heavily Republican. The poll indicates 
they are overwhelmingly for Thomp 
son. This places Mayor Dever at a 
distinct disadvantage. Four years ago 
when he won by a plurality of more 
than 105,000, Mayor Dever had a ma- 
jority of the colored people with him. 
Illustrative of this fact, the Second and 
Third wards in 1923 cast 29,086 votes 
for mayor. Of these Mr. Dever re- 
ceived 17,352, Mr. Lueder 10,761, and 
Mr. Cunnea 972. 

Top TRIBUN® poll.ten days before 
the end of the 1923 campaign showed 
clearly that Dever would get a large 
part of the colored votes. A later 1923 
poll indicated he would carry the col- 
ored districts. The poll this year, in 
the same part of the campaign, indi- 
cates that Dever will lose heavily. 

Comparison of Two Polls. 

A comparison of the two straw votes 
in the south side colored area puts the 
situation out in the broad daylight.

clined to cast straws. Sundry state- 
ments were made to the vote collectors 
by colored people early last week, in- 
dicating that they were afraid to par- 
ticipate in the straw voting. A story 
was given wide circulation that many 
colored persons would not go to the 
polis, April 5, but the alleged fear ap- 
pears to have worn away. It there- 
fore appears that the mayoralty elec- 
tion will feel the full force of the col- 
ored citizens with Thompson as the 
conceded favorite. 
Can't Figure Number Closely. 

Estimates vary widely on the num- 
ber of colored voters and because thou- 
sands of them have come to Chicago 
since the last federal census was taken 
it is impossible to check with cer- 
tainty any of the estimates. But as- 
sume, only for the purpose of graph- 
ing the present situation, there will be 
80,000 colored votes cast on the south 
side April 5, the straw vote indicates 
that Thompson starts now with a 
trifle more than 60,000 votes in his vest 
pocket in excess of what the percent- 
age column allots to Dever; while four 
years ago at this time Lueder’s adtvan- 
tage over Dever was less than 12,000 
votes by the same method of reckoning. 

It is perfectly apparent that the 
Dever supporters have not made the 
progress with the colored people to 
date which they made four years ago 
up to the same point in that campaign. 

On the other hand, the other part of 
the poll presented today—the totals 
for a large majority of the west side 
theaters—should be encouraging to 
Mayor Dever. These same theaters 
were polled a week ago. In the interim 
the two polls indicate that Dever 
gained in favor about one and one. 
half per cent of the straws.

RADICALISM AND YOUNG 
CHINA. 

There is an interesting aspect of Chinese nation- 
alism that is not getting the notice it deserves. 
The leaders of the movement for the overthrow 
ef the Manchu empire and the establishment of a 
modern state were not radicals in the western 
sense. Many of them were educated in American 
universities and, with the exception of Sun Yat 
Sen, in his later stage of development, they were 
and are conservative in their economic and polit- 
ical beliefs, speakirig from the viewpoint of west- 
ern radicalism. Upon the fall of the Manchus 
they sought advice from a distinguished American 
political scientist, who discussed for them the prin- 


ciples of modern government and its chief forms, 
the constitutjonal monarchy and the republic. The 
merit of the former for a people without experi- 
ence in self-government was not ignored, and there 


‘Was among the abler Chinese an inclination to 
‘adopt it. But there was a lack of material and 


also a strong party for republican government, so 
the republic was adopted. 

The constitutions thereupon proposed are not 
radical in our sense, and in the first days of the 
republican movement the objective was the estab- 
lishment of a republican régime with which Amer- 
ican and liberal Buropean opinion could actively 
sympathize. The subsequent rise of the various 
war lords has thrown this development into a 
tragié confusion, and in the meantime there has 
grown up at Canton a radical régime, at first under 
the influence of the late Sun Yat Sen, who had 
developed into a radical doctrinaire, and later 
under bolshevik diplomacy. In this evolution we 
find student groups conspicuous, and it is signifi- 
cant to note socialist economic and social 
doctrines are introduced not merely under Russian 
influence but from European and even American 
universities. Missionary sympathy for these ideas 
has appeared also. The usual talk against cap) 
talisem is general not only in China but among 
Chinese students who are supposed to be getting 
knowledge of occidental societies in this country 
and Burope. If we are to judge from much of the 
student theorizing among the young Chinese, the 
American example of private liberty and initiative 
is one to be avoided, not imitated. | 

We are leas interested in the bearing this may 
have upon developments in China than upon its 
explanation. How is it that the youth who are 
going back to China are taking ideas which imply 
the failure of democracy in this country rather 
than a determination to establish American condi- 
tions in their own country? What are our uni 
versities teaching their students? How is it that 
among the missionaries and Y. M. C. A. workers in 
China, supported as they are by our sinister capi- 
talists out of the evil profits of capitalism, we find 
80 much sympathy for at least a half baked social- 
ism? Are our political and economic professors 
convinced that the American system of individual- 
ism and republican government is a dismal failure 
and that young China ought to strike out for the 
socialist utopia by the shortest route? How many 
of our missionaries and Y. M. C. A. workers are 
sentimental socialists? It might pay to find out. 

We think the American scheme, being a fabric 
of fallible humanity, has its faults, but we do not 
see that it deserves the scorn which the Chinese 
student of today seems to have for it. It has 
given a well being to the common man which no 
socialistic experiment, past or present, has pro- 
@uced, and among the highly altruistic friends of 
China we do not think the future is going to list 
either the adroit diplomats from Moscow who are 
just now having their day in the nationalist move- 
ment nor yet the sentimental socialists of our own 
breed who are giving a sort of shamefaced en- 
couragement to inexperienced and misguided youth 
in China. 

If young China is studying in American schools 
he sources and history of American institutions, 
with American teachers who are fit to teach the 
leseons of American life, where is it getting its

ism? 


NOW WE'RE FOR GAS. 


Our government, which at the Washington con- 
ference insisted upon a provision outlawing gas 
warfare, seems now to have changed its mind. In 
& Memorandum submitted to the secretariat of 
the league of nations at Geneva the United 
States is reported to have refused to indorse the 


Yecommendation of the preliminary disarmament 


commission in the matter, although the recom- 
mendation was little more than a repetition of the 


‘Washington decision.

Chemical warfare is no 
more crue] though fully as effective as any other 
kind of fighting, an¢ gas happens to be a weapon 
which we are eminently well equipped to manv- 
facture. We have the raw materials ani the

-|adds nothing to our prestige. We do not speak 


of our inconsistency. That might be forgiven, 
but not our meddlesome self-righteousness. Our 
attitude has been that we alone, of all the nations, 
are sincerely desirous of preventing war. We 
have scolded Europeans who dared disagree with 
us. We have scarcely veiled our assumptions 
that Europeans were incompetent to adjust their 
own conflicts and that any nation which rejected 
our formulae did so from base motives. The 


«truth is that without special equipment for the 


task, we are interfering in a situation which has 
taxed the intelligence and ingenuity of European 
stateamen for a century or more. We would do 
better to mind our own business. 


THE UNPOPULAR U.S. A. 
Americans of the liberal mind say that the United 


States, in trying to protect its interests in Nica- 
ragua arid keep the natives from being killed in a 
| useless civil war, is making iteelf disliked every- 
where in Latin America. | 

That would be unfortunate. Where a desire to 
tislike exists occasion can be found for it. Latin 
America could support the United States in such 
an enterprise as the Nicaraguan. Disorder does 
not benefit the continent. North and South Amer- 


ican civilization does not gain by it. The jungle 
isn’t an asset. | 

The United States has tried for good relations 
with its American neighbors, but it cannot base 
all its actions on speculation as to whether they 
will make this country popular or unpopular. The 
rescue of Cuba from Spain and the subsequent 
treatment of the island ought to have counted as 
an instance of fair American intentions. The 
rescue of Mexico from France ought to have 
counted as another instance. These were real lib- 
erations, delivery from foreign oppression and from 
bloodshed. A grouch is more natural in interna- 
tional! relations than gratitude. It is easier to carry 
and it suits the egotism better. 

The United States is supposed to be earning the 
if wishes of its neighbors by trying to maintain 
agreements in Mexico. Presumably the alternative 
is to knuckle under. The good will gained by sur-

The United States is supposed to be irritating 
France by not wiping out the debt; Italy and Japan, 
ty not repealing the immigration restriction law; 
China, by sending ships and marines; Europe gen- 
erally, by not taking down the tariff wall, joining 
the league of nations, and adhering to the world 
court on other nations’ terms. Uncle Sam is not 
luved. What of it? By self-respect the country 
can make itself respected. Nations are not both- 
ered with affection for each other. 


A MAN CAN STAND UP. 


The Pullman company announces that a new 
kind of sleeping car is to be tried out soon on a 
number of railroads. Each passenger will have 2 
room equipped with single bed and toilet accom- 
modations. The cars will be used only on over- 
night runs, as from Chicago to Detroit. Accord- 
ingly, the bed will never be anything but ai bed; 
it will not be convertible into a chair during the 
day and wilil have a real mattress. There will be 
no upper berth upon which to crack the skull, and 
the passenger will have privacy and comfort for 
washing and dressing. The room wil] be smaller 
than a compartment, but far more comfortable 
than a berth. 

The cost of the new accommodations will be 
somewhere between the cost of a lower berth and 
a compartment. To go from New York to Wash- 
ington the first class fare is $8.14 and a lower berth 
costs $3.75, a total of $11.89. A passenger occu- 
pying a compartment alone must pay two fares 
and a Pullman charge of $10.50, a total of $26.78. 
The occupant of the new single rooms will pay a 
fare and a quarter and his Pullman ticket will 
cost double the charge for a lower, a total of $17.68. 
The single room will not be cheap, but there will 
be plenty of travelers who will be only too glad to 
pay the additional cost. The success of extra fare 
trains shows that the American people are willing 
and even anxious to pay for speed and comfort on 
the railroads. ‘Nevertheless, the Pullman company 
has not been quick to profit from the American 
public’s fondness for novelty, mechanical improve- 
ment, and creature comfort. The standard sleep- 
ing car today is not much different in layout from 
the grandfather of sleeping cars. You still le on 
a shelf, with only a curtain for privacy. The com- 
pany of recent years has provided each berth with 
a hanger for coat and pants, but it has made it 
no easier to get inside either garment. The occu- 
pant of a berth must choose between acute dis- 
comfort to himself and alarm to his fellow trav- 
elers, European travelers have had individual 
toilet facilities in their sleeping cars for genera- 
tions, but the standard sleeping car in this country 
is wack in the town pump era. Here snoring is 
not a private vice but a public calamity, and chil- 
dren are the black plague. 

It is comforting to find the Pullman company 
experimenting with new designs and devices to 
make travel less of a chore. The company, in de- 
signing cars for special purposes, is attacking the 
problem from the right direction. There is no rea- 
son why a sleeping car for one night's travel 
should be identical with one designed for a trans- 
continental] journey.

THE TRIUMPHANT OYSTER. 
{New York Evening Post.] 

It is a relief to turn aside from the contemplation 
of changes in fashion, crime and punishment, wars 
and rumors of wars to something in which we can 
become interested, with the prospect of continued hap- 
piness. What could be more pleasing than to learn 
that our oyster crop is growing rapidly and that 
there is no danger of this bivalve becoming as scarce 
as shad or terrapin? In thirty years we have in- 
creased our output of oysters 70 per cent and there 
is a prospect of still further increase, owing to im- 
provements in our methods of cultivation. 

And not only have we learned how to increase the 
number of these bivalves, but we have also found 
ways of protecting them from contamination. It is 
nm longer necessary for fastidious diners carefully 
to cut off the tails with an apology to their hosts that 
it is in that part of an oyster that typhoid lurks. Our 
modern oyster is pedigreed, with a guarantee of an- 
cestry on his shell, so that we can swallow him raw 
with impunity. 

Thirty-five countries are able to produce oysters, 
but no oysters are superior to ours) And our oysters 
are patriotic. Visiting Englishmen, delighted with 
their size and taste, time and again have attempted 
to transplant them to British shores without success. 
Our American oysters simply refuse to reproduce in 
that environment, but when they are taken to the 
Pacific coast they multiply as rapidly as they do on 
their native shores,

WHAT IS A RELIGIOUS BOOK— 
AND WHY? 


BY WINFRED ERNEST GARRISON, PH. D.. 
ot 
While there are only fifty-two weeks in the year, 
there must be several times that many weeks spe- 
cially designated for the observance of some !n- 
terest, uplift, or reform—better speech week, music 
week, children’s book week, Red Cross week, and 
the like. Some years ago publishers who are in- 
terested in selling books and certain organizations 
that are interested in religion joined in recom- 
mending the keeping of religious book week. 
In spite of the competition of all the other weeks, 
philanthropic, cultural, political, and hygienit, this 
one gained rather wide recognition. The time 


moderately religious are sensitized to religious tm- 
pressions more than at other seasons, and when, as 
at Christmas time, many who do not consider them- 
selves religious at all are conscious of a dim, halt 
wistful wish that they were. ; 

But a week was too short a time. What was 
needed was not a mere annual staccato note of re- 
ligion, but opportunity to develop an attitude and 
& mood. So religious book week was developed into 
religious book season—the period before Haster 
when, of all seasons in the year, the hearts and 
minds of most people are most accessible to re- 
ligious ideas. So this is not only Lent; it is also 
religious book season. 


But what is a religious book? The answer is 
not easy. If religion had to do only with doctrines 
and with the history and workings of the church, 
it would be easy to form a clear-cut idea of what 
constitutes a religious book. But religion is not a 
separate technical sbject, like thermodynamics or 
physiological chemistry ? 

The publishers’ announcements list certain 
books as religious, and the libraries classify cer- | 
tain books under the head of religion. The book 
trade journals print statistics month by month and 
annual summaries showing the number of books 
published of the various classes. Naturally, fiction 
nearly always heads the list. In fact, it has failed 
to do so for only three years out of the last forty- 
seven. Religious books oftener than not occupy 
the second place. During the last twenty years, a 
period which is sometimes spoken of cynically as 
the age of irreligion, there has been a notable in- 
crease both in the number of religious titles and 
in the total number of volumes of religious litera- 
ture sold. Since the beginning of this century the 
number of religious books published annually in 
the United States has averaged 715 titles. For the 
last year the number was 933. 


Viewing the figures for the last twenty years, it 
appears that in thirteen of those years the num- 
ber of religious books .has been second only to the 
number of books of fiction. In six years religion 
has occupied third place. In only one year, 1916, 
fallen as low as fourth place. . 

These figures are, I think, rather surprising. 
They surprised me, although I am dealing con- 
stantly with religious books and with the kind of 
people who read them. What does it all mean? 
Obviously it meang that people are interested in re- 
ligion. It means also that religious books are 
being produced which meet the specific ‘needs and 
tastes of the time. People may be weary of the 
theological .controversies of bygone ages, and im- 
patient of the tweedledum and tweedledee type of 
religious disputations on topics about which writers 
know little and readers care less, but they are tre- 
mendously and perennially interested in the prob- 
lems which those old theolégies undertook to solve, 
for they represent the most vital and universal 
concerns of men. When John Citizen finds a book 
that is theological, in the sense of dealing with the 
eternal questions in which he is deeply ‘concerned 
but which he does not know how to talk about, and 
is also human in its style an@concrete in its treat- 
ment, and that pays him the compliment of ap- 
pealing to his own reason and experience, he buys 
that book and tells his friends about it. 

The most important and numerous groups of 
specifically religious books are books about Jesus, 
books about the Bible, books which aim to present 
a general view of religion in terms which are con- 


conduct. Every one of these is a live topic, and 
each of these groups contains books which have 
attained wide popularity.

Perhaps the most striking feature of the stream- 
of new religious books is the number of them that 
deal directly with the personality and teaching of 
Jesus. It is literally true that there is never a 
week without a new one, and a dozen a month 


the insoluble mystery of that commanding person- 
ality, or say. that there is no mystery at all, the 
fact is that it continues to be the most interesting 


Many of these books are written ty persons who 
have little or no technical training in theology and 
make their appeal to those who are not ecclesi- 
astically minded. Some of them exhibit the ignor- 
ance as well as the enthusiasm of the amateur. 
But even so, it will be a sorry day when the ex- 
perts get a corner on religion. 

Books about the Bible are scarcely less nu- 
merous. They run the gamut from homiletical 
commentaries designed to give first aid to lazy 
preachers or scholarly assistance to industrious 
ones to popular summaries designed to dispell some 
fraction of the too common ignorance of that vol- 
ume which, whatever else it may be, is more nearly 
the basis of our common culture than any other 
single ‘body of literature. 

Books intended to present a religious view of the 
world in terms consistent with contemporary 
thought present a wide variety. Some of them 
attempt to prove that there is no conflict between 
the new science and the old faith. Some try to 
prove that the new science is all wrong because 
it conficts with the old faith. More undertake a 
reconstruction of belief by separating the kernel] of 
Christianity from its husk of traditional] theology 
and restating it in modern terms. Naturally, what 
some consider the husk others consider part of the

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WHAT MEALLY CAUSED. 
WASHINGTON’S DEATH. 


EORGE WASHINGTON died of 
edema of the laryn&. He was not 
bled to death. He did not have 
diphtheria or pneumonia. His 
physicians had a very good idea of what 
his trouble The name which 
gave his diséase was that by which 
cedema of the larynx was known in 
day. The treatment they gave him 
the treatment which was accepted as 
right in that day. 

If a man of Washington's age were to 
be suddenly and violently attacked with 
this same disorder today—were to be 
within twenty-four hours of death if 
treatment @id not avert that termina- 
tion—there is more than an even chance 
that present day treatment would not 
save him. All of the above opinions 
except the last are taken from a schol- 
arly report on the illness and death of 
Washington made to the Virginia Medi- 
cal society at Norfolk. 


The Washingtons were a short lived 
family. His mother lived to be 82, but 
his father died at 49. The average age 
at death of his brothers and sisters 
was 35. 

George wag, 6 feet 3% inches tall, 
broad shouldered and well developed, es- 
pecially as to limbs. His chest develop- 
ment was'not ggod. It is thought that 
he had had measles in childhood. At 19 
he had smallpox. Among the illnesses 
of his mature life are pleurisy, pneu- 
monia, dysentery, malaria, and car- 
buncle. His minor disorders were cavi- 
ties in the teeth; bad teeth generally, 
and deafness. He appears to have been 
especially prone to colds and other in- 
fections of his respiratory apparatus. 
Had he not lived the outdoor life of a 
farmer, fox hunter, surveyor, and sol- 
dier in the field, he might have fol- 
lowed his brother into consumption. 

In the last year of his life he had 
lost vigor in a marked degree. On Dec. 
12 he spent the day riding around the 
farm, in spite of the snow, hail, and. 
rain. When he came in his neck was 
wet and snow hung upon his hair. He 
came to dinner without drying his neck | 
or changing his clothing. On Dec. 13 
he had a cold and sore throat, but in 
the afternoon he again went out on the 
farm. That night he was hoarse and 
his throat was sore, but he read, and 
sometimes read aloud. At 3 o'clock in 
the morning he had a chill and fever, 
could scarcely speak. and breathed with 
difficulty. He would not send for a

Inflammatory @dema of the larynx, an 
infection which resulted from a bad cold 
caused by exposure, was the cause of 
death. The physicians gave cynanche 
trachealis as the cause of death. That 
term, now obsolete, was used in that 
day for inflammatory edema of the 
larynx. The authorities of that day 
were the great Edinburgh leaders of 
medicine. These men wrote of the 
diagnosis and treatment of 
trachealis, and their text was plainly 
followed by Washington's physicians. 


Were Washington being treated today 
for this disorder, he would have had @ 
tube put into his throat, through which 
he might breathe while he was fighting 
his infection down. But maybe not 
even that would suffice. The record 
shows that in less than eight hours after 
he/ became violently sick he was sat- 
isfled he would die and made his will 
and otherwise prepared for the end. 
Perhaps the outstanding lesson for us 
is that George Washington died from 
the indirect effects of a bad cold due 
to exposure to snow, hail, and rain.

State Solons Find Record 
of Deals Missing. 


Emphatic denial was made yesterday 
that the Armour Grain company had 
used bootleg and bucketshop methods 
in its grain transactions at elevator 
“C” during 1923. 

At the. same time state officials 
charged with the duty of investigating 
grain marketing conditions in Chicago 
were given what was regarded as cor- 
roboration of the charges against that 
company made on Friday by Harry C. 
Mallory during a hearing at the Fort 
Dearborn Athletic club. 

Can’t Find 1923 Records. 
. Representatives of the state’s legis- 
lature’s commission called at elevator 
“C” yesterday and a search was made 


for the records of 1923 transactions.. 


A little later Superintendent Ike 
Weeks called the.doewntown office of 
the Armour Grain company and said: 

‘**We have all the records from 1909 
to 1926 except the shipping records of 
1923 which are missing.” 

Mallory, in his testimony, said he 
had seen George Thompson, then gen- 
eral superintendent of the Armour 
Grain company, throw those records 
into a stove. 

Other former employés of that com- 
pany are said to have corroborated

ESTIMATES WEALTH — 
- OF AMERICA IN 1925 
AT $355,300,000,000 


New York, March 26.—(#)—The na- 
tional wealth of the United States 
amounted to $355,300,000,000 in 1925, 


according to the estimate of the na- 
industrial conference board, 
made public today. The last estimate 
made was the census estimate of 1922, 
when it was calculated at $320,080,000,- 
000. In 1912 the census estimate of the 
national wealth was $186,030,000,000. 

In terms of 1913 purchasing power of 
the dollar, the board estimates the na- 
tional wealth at $188,000,000,000 in 1912 
and at $223,.090,000,000 in 1925. The 
board pointed out that the nominal in- 
crease in wealth of 90.7 per cent during 
the thirteen year period thus becomes 
a real increase of 19.1 per cent, or 
almost one-fifth.

This is the first statement to come 
from any one now connected with the 
Armour Grain company since publil- 
eation of the decision of Edward 
Eagle Brown as arbitrator. Mr. Brown, 
a vice president of the First National 
bank, held that the Armour Gratin 
co y had, by a system of cheating, 
defrauded the Grain Marketing com- 
pany, a combination of farmers and 
other elevators, to such an extent that 
Mr. Brown ordered the Armour con- 
cern to make’ restitution of nearly 
$3,000,000. George E. Marcy, chair- 
man of the board and formeg president 
of the Armour Grain company, re- 
signed subsequent to the Brown re- 
port.

Clarence Sample of Webster Grove, 
Mo., established a new mark in the 
shot put with a toss of 49 feet 11% 
inches, 56% inches better than the old 
mark set by Allman of Urbana in 
1916. 

Lemoine Boyle, Rockford’s demure 
all around performer, won the high 
jump, after a bard fought duel with 
Kuehn of Oak Park at 6 feet 1% 
inches, slightly more than an inch 
higher than Miller of Elmwood did 
last year for his record. 

Beatty, the dusky flash from De- 
troit Northeastern, turned in a colle- 
giate performance with his 2:01.7 half 
mile, almost four seconds better than 
the mark done in 1923 by Stocking of 
Rockford. 

Marsh of Ccntral High, Minneapo- 
lis, came down as a& one man swim 
team to win the 100 yard back stroke 
and succeeded not only in winning 
but throwing into the discard the 
mark made by Sam Hill, now captain 
of the University of Minnesota swim- 
mers. Marsh covered the distance 
in 1:07 4-10.

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HISTORY 


BY HARPER LEECH. 
Although the name railroad tells 
what it is better than many names 
for the things that have revolution- 
ized the life of man in the last century 


“and a half, the average man's idea of 


railroad probably mimimizes the es- 
sential. He visions locomotives, cars, 
and other moving equipment. We have, 
in fact, recently been celebrating cer- 
tain anniversaries of locomotive trips 
as if they were the real birthdays of 
railroading. 

Now as a matter of fact rails, not 
what runs on them, make a railroad, and 
the economic strength of the railroad 
consists in'the advantages of contact be- 


- ¢ween a smooth wheel and a small! smooth 


gurface. The railroad originated in the 
wooden tracks in coal mines. It would 
have become widely used, if horses had 
remained the principal motive power of 
man. 

As early as 1802 the use of horse drawn 
trams on cast iron rails was a demon- 
strated success—the cost of moving 
freight on one such railroad in England 
having been calculated at four pence per 
ton against. three shillings, four pence 
for horse drawn traffic on the highway. 


It was the insufficiency of the rails of 
the time that made Trevethick’s locomo- 
tive of 1804 practically a flop. If the art 
of rail making had been sufficiently ad- 
vanced at that time, steam railroading 
would have got under way before the 


Clermont started practical steam boat- 


_ It ts interesting to recall how many 
of the new departures in transportation 
are merely returns to o'd ideas. Three 
‘er four years ago Editor Cease of the 
Railroad Trainman dug up some inter- 
esting old prints of the steam busses, 
which ran on British highways before 
the railroad locomotive was much more 
than a speculation. As clumsy as those 
things were, they might have had a 
chance, had it not been for laws pro- 
cured by horse people and the rapid im- 
provement of rail making. 

Outside of electrification, the two most 
important improvemerits which seem to 
be in prospect in the railroading art are 
the adoption of roller bearings for equip- 
ment and the construction of permanent 
bases for track. Experiments long drawn 
out appear to have prvuduced bearings 
competent to withstand ‘ne terrific side 
thrusts of the enormous weights of rail- 
road loads. The idea cf a permanent 
roadway instead of the perishable tie, 
goes way back to the bezirning. Twelve 
miles of the old Mohawk and Hudson 
were laid on granite blocks. The equip- 
ment of that time could rot stand such 
a rigid road bed, and it was abandoned 
after a time. Now that equipment has 
improved and concrete come in, a return 
to the idea is imminent. 

The steel frame buildizg construction 
of today may have originated in a rail- 
road mistake. Very high rails tried out 
on an early road had tu be discarded. 
They were sold to builkers who used 
them for pillars and beaius. From tha‘ 
came the cast iron pillar which doubtless 
suggested the steel frame later on.

We have been asked to state a few 


of the characteristics of water company 
bonds. 


obvious. 
From the earliest times the business 
of supplying water to a thirsty public 


has been a profitable one. 
Water is a necessity and, &s such, 
must .be in ever increasing demand. 
Wherever people congregate in consid- 


distribution of water must be taken 
care of. 

Cities, towns, villages must have an 
adequate supply of water for drinking, 
washing, sprinkling, fighting fires, etc. 

Uses for water are being constantly 
increased. In 1845 the city of Boston 
nearly passed an ordinance forbidding 
any one to take a bath without a doc- 
tor’s prescription. 

Things have changed sine@ those days.’ 

The water company’s business is a fun- 
damental service. 

The largest part of the business Is 
furnishing water to homes. 

The ideal places for such companies 
to operate is in densely populated 
districts. 

They must also keep ahead of develop- 
ment of property, however, and sparsely 
settled sections: also must be supplied. 

As water mains usually are laid in 
most of the roadways of any community 
served, an increase in population can be 
taken care of at but a slight addition 
to the original investment. 

Competition is virtually nfl 

Most water companies are given an 
indeterminate permit to operate in @ 
given territory. 

They can operate profitably, as public 
utility commissions which regulate their 
operations usually recognize the right of 
the property to earn a fair return on 
its value. . 

Bonds issued. against these properties 
usually do not exceed 75 per cent of 
the value. 

A strong point is that depreciation is 
small item. 

Plant and equipment are practically 
permanent. 

Cast iron pipe which was in service 
in France for 268 years has been taken 
up and found to be in excellent 
condition. 

The City Water company of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., today is using as an in- 
tegral part of its system charcoal iron 
mains laid by Gen. Grant during the 
civil war. 

Actual depreciation is said to be less 
than 2 per cent. 

Many utility companies today show 
earnings before depreciation, but, with 
this item deducted, egrnings are usually 
quite different. 

At present day costs of reproduction, 
with bonds outstanding on an average 
of 70 per cent of the property value, 
earnings of the majority of water com- 
panies will be equivalent to about twice 
the annual interest charges before 
depreciation. 

Earnings of such companies after de- 
preciation would be about L9 times in- 


in 


terest charges, whereas in the case of 
an electric company with earnings before 
depreciation equal to twice interest

Music in the Schools. 

Incidentally that is an entirely sane and encouraging sign. 
The best way to enjoy music, in some cases almost the only 
way, is to take a personal part in its performance, and the 
next best thing is to have one’s children or one’s friends 
taking part. That is community music that means something, 
and it entirely misses the fatal danger of going in for music 
in the spirit of self-conscious improvement and uplift. : 

Some cities are doing big work with music in the schools. 
I was reproved by mail a few weeks ago for saying that Chi- 
cago was so far behind the times in this matter, but I was 
serious. There are some cities that begin their school music 
in the first year of kindergarten and carry it through till the 
last year of high school, and what they accomplish is almost 
beyond belief. I still have a vivid recollection of hearing a 
high school orchestra in Grand Rapids, Mich., a few years ag®.

rung” it would be overwhelming. The stuff is actually there. 

Beethoven himself, when he came to the roaring last 
movement of the C minor, tried to reinforce the every day 
orchestra of his time by adding a piccolo, a contrabassoon, 
and three additional trombones. But he lacked tubas and 
he lacked many other things, and even the trombone in 1807 
was not undefstood as it is today. Would a composer of 
1927, writing the C minor, confine himself to two kettle 
drums and keep them banging away during a whole move- 
ment at C and G? It is surely not probable. - 


* 


There is thus a certain thinness to the modern ear in 
some of the greatest of old Ludwig’s masterpieces as they are 


heard in the concert hall, but there is no hint of it in the’ 


actual structure of his music. He thought on a large scale, 
and he had the skill necessary to execute his grandiose ideas. 
The first movement of the Eroica is a monument to one 
of the most gigantic intellectual feats ever performed by 
man. In it Beethoven set the tone of music for almost a 
century, and to this day it has never been surpassed within 
its own field, not even by Brahms—not even, indeed, by 
Beethoven himself. It is a creative work of the very first 
caliber, and in every sense. 

It wag not conjured up, of course; out of free air—as many 
too facile music sniffers, including the present humble sub- 
scriber, have often alleged. Its roots are actually to be 
found in the Second symphony—a work curiously under- 
esteemed and, hence, séldom heard. But between the Sec- 
ond and the Eroica there was still a tremendous leap, and 
Beethoven could never have made it without the aid of 
genius of the highest order. The first movement, as every- 
one kgows, shocked and amazed Vienna when it was first 
played: there were loud yells for mercy from the gallery. 
It no longer shocks any one, but when the clowning of the 
Stravinskys and Scriabines is forgotten it will begin to amaze 
again. For there is in it that complete perfection of design 
which belongs only to immortal masterpieces. It might 
be written differently, but it could not be written better. 

In the smaller forms, with an instrument at hand that 
was better organized and understood than the orchestra of his 
time, Beethoven wrote works that remain unsurpassed to 
this day. For example, there are his later string quartets. 
No.one has ever made the string quartet speak with a nobler 
voice. Beethoven found it chattering amiably—and going a 
round of easy emotiona. He taught it how to be eloquent, 
and how to sing the siren’s song. In those last quartets, even 
more than in the symphonies, there is the heavy charge of 
personal emotion which was, perhaps after all, Beethoven's 
greatest legacy to music. He found it gay, charming, brave, 
aphrodisiacal, devotional, even dignified; he made it tragic. 


The man, of course, had the defects of his qualities. Com- 
pared to such a lordly, soaring improvisateur as Schubert— 
unquestionably the most gifted natural genius ever heard of 
in any art—he was laborious, and even a bit heavy footed. 
The thing vaguely called inspiratia4n seldom gave him much 
help. His notebooks show by what ghastly struggles he de- 
vised his melodies—many of them still banal after he had 
sweated over them for months and years. It was not often 
in his life that a lovely tune popped into his head, all ready 
for use. Only too often even his hardest heavings failed to 
produce one and he had to go into action with nothing save 
a vagrant phrase. | 


But what he made of those phrases is the measure of his : 


genius. He had scarcely stated them before they began to 
throw out sub-phrases, and in a short while, by devices that 
remain as marvelous today as they were when he first 
launched them upon the world, he had built up a structure of 
such intricate complexity, and yet of such transparent clarity 


| and essential simplicity, that the effect was staggering. It 


was impossible to misunderstand him, and it was impossible 
to resist being moved by him. He knew how to enchant the 
mind,.and he knew also how to search the heart. No man 
before him, not even Bach, had ever surpassed his mastery 
of the materials of music. And no man following him, save 


only Wagner and Brahms, has ever offered him serious chal- 


lenge. 

To his melodic sterility add his immense moodiness and 
the tale of his deficiencies is told. His emotions at their 
highest flight were almost godlike; he gave music a sort of 
Alpine grandeur. But such feelings were more than even a 
Beethoven could bear for long, and so he sometimes slid from 
them into trivial and trashy moods, as a Rotarian, turning 
from the cruel demands of Service, takes refuge in golf, spit- 
balls, and bawdy songs to keep his heart from busting. Bee- 
thoven invented the musical obscenity: he showed how the 
canon could be converted into a ribald limerick. And he 
wrote a great deal ef sheer drivel for the publishers. But he 
never put any of it into the music of his first line. That first 
line ran a whole county beyond any first line that had gone 
before it, and not many mén have so much as approached 
it since 1827. 

* 

In the life of such a man there is much fodder for the 
ironist, but there is zlso a great deal for the optimist. After 
all, a race of quadrupeds that can produce such creatures 
must have some solid worth in it, and “there is more proof 
of that worth in the fact that it cherishes them. Beethoven, 
to be sure, has nevem been the great hero that Valentino 
was, or John L. Sullivan, or Adelina Patti. He has never 
been worshiped like Robert E. Lee, or Bismarck, or Roose- 
velt. But I don’t believe that any prudent would want 
to trade his fame for that of any of these darlings, for it 
is infinitely wider dispersed than theirs, and it will last a 
great deal longer. 

He is dead now a hundred years and yet he remains 


being introduced over here under 
the auspices of those who later ex- 
pect to make a moving picture of 
her story she has been duly mar- 
ried to, and legally divorced from 
her first lover.

The audience liked him so much 
it would gladly have staged a demonstration for him if he 
had been professionally indiscreet enough to risk his star's 
wrath by taking it. 

Miss Eagels is not particularly happy as the heroine. 
Four years of “Rain” have put the stamp of the slithering, 
shrill voiced lady of loose hips, swaying torso and easy ways 
upon her and it is not easy for her to pretend to be even 
almost a lady on short notice. But she has her moments 
when she makes the most of the fun.

Manning the Drama. 

The drama has been suffering another of its pallid lapses. 
It drooped last week around three not particularly brave 
attempts to enliven it. 


Chief of these signalized the re-fusing of the Louis Mann 
family interests in the theater. Clara Lipman (Mrs, Mann), 
who, in the old “Telephone Girl” days was as flirty a 
soubrette as any of them and knew her “ Well, well, master 
not up yet!” perfectly, has for many years been dutifully 


playing audience to Louis at home. And if you have the | 


least notion that that is not a regular she-woman’s job you 
don’t know your actors, and certainly not your Louis Mann. 

Not that Louis is anything but a devoted and admiring 
husband. But he is also an alert and determined conversa- 
tionalist, and What he has to say he says. Also his days of 
activity on the stage have been lessened the Jast few years 
and he has had time to make such observations of the 
taste and deportment of actors, dramatists and audiences as 
have given fire to his imagination and curled the edges of 
an honest wrath. 


Women are naturally self-protective. Miss Lipman, being 
duty bound to hear the friendly enemy of her house hold forth 
on this and that, apparently decided she might better return 
to the theater, do her listening there and get paid for it. 


The Manns found a comedy now called “That French 
Lady,” written by Neil Twomey and Samuel Shipman, who is 
in funds and great good spirits again with the success of 
“Crime.”

“ The Fool” in Court. 

The drama got into the courts again in a suit brought 
two years ago by one A. P. Waxman, charging that Chan- 
ning Pollock had in effect lifted his play, “ The Fool,” from 
a drama Waxman Lad written ten or twelve years ago and 
called “ Soldiers of the Common Good.” The case came to 
trial last week. 

When the evidence was in the striking mystery of the 
proceedings was the bullheaded courage Mr. Waxman must 
have had ever to bring his action, and the pitiful lack of legal 
acumen possessed by the lawyers who supported him. 

The plays are utterly dissimilar in theme, character, 
structure, and general quality. So said the judge after 
ing them, though he listened dutifully to witnesses who testi- 
fied that Mr. Pollock had discussed with them the general 
outlines of the play that afterward became “The Fool” as 
far back as 1902. 

A feature of the submitted evidence was the defendant’s 
answer to the plaintiff's complaint and bill of particulars. A 
more complete or more scathing exposé of the common charge 
of plagiarism has not been made since David Belasco staged 
a complete production of a drama he had been accused of 
stealing. The plaintiff playwright’s charge in that case 
exploded in the laughter of the audience, judge, and jury 
before the first act was well under way. 

The charged similarity ‘in the Pollock case was based on 
the leading characters of the two plays. The hero of “ The 
Soldiers of the Common Good” was one Jesse Christy, a 
reform politician, who suffered defeat in the elections and 
was thus “ crucified” by his friends under circumstances he 
could not control. The hero of “ The Fool” is the rector, Gil- 
christ, who seeks “to live in literal observance of the pre- 
cepts of Christ.” “The theme of ‘The Fool’ is ‘what would 
happen to a man who tried to live like Christ?’” reads the 
answer to the complaint. 

“The theme of ‘ Soldiers of the Common Good’ is ‘ what 
would happen to a man who ran for state senator on a 
reform ticket?’ ”

In the time of the French kings, 
when the Place de la Concorde, the 
Champs Elysees, the Place Vendome, 
and the other parts of what was then 
snuffy old Paris were designed and cre- 
ated to make the French capital the 
most beautiful city in the world, the 
aristocracy was in power, inferior in 
numbers, but a force for art with a 
knowledge of what was beautiful. 

It was the tyrants of Greece, the em- 
perors of Rome, the oppressors of 
Egypt who adorned their cities with 
great architecture, splendid statues, 
and fine monuments.

We in 
Chicago did it in 1923, when we cre- 
ated tine world’s fair, the most wonder- 
ful vision of loveliness the world has 
ever seen. We must now show that 
we live up to our traditions. At pres- 
ent, we are not quite on the right path 
to this achievement. Perhaps we are 
working too hastily and without taking 
council of the rest of the world. 


A Subject Worthy of Thought. 
For instance it is important that 
our new opera “house should be an 
adornment to the city as well as a 
shelter and means of support for our 
civic grand opera. It would be a great 
subject for a worldwide competition.

HE Palette and Chisel club has 
made a vast improvement upon 
its space for exhibiting pictures. 
The partition between the two 
north rooms on the first floor has 
been done away with and the result- 
ing single spacious room makes an 
gnusually ood gallery. The first ex- 
hibit to be shown there is the current 
one of paintings by Glen C. Sheffer. 
Mr. Sheffer has developed surpris- 
ingly in the last several years. His 
talent for painting decorative inte 
fiors, each a setting for a_ pretty 
model, has grown into an instrument 
which welds fabric and color together, 
achieving an effect so charming in it- 
self that it does not need the presence 
of the girl to give body to its beauty. 
Nevertheless a girl is the central 

theme of many of his canvases.

A few are reminiscent of the trip 
be and Mrs. Sheffer enjoyed abroad 
last year. One of the most effective 
of these is a street scene, .“ The 
Market, Capri.”” Another exquisite 
painting is “The Sewing Circle.”

Simplicity 
and artless, chubby childhood are its 
charm. Perhaps the most decorative 
of this group of his pictures is found 
in “Festa Jiornata,” a Venice idyll 
with the canal and gondola, gondo- 
liers and lover [all perfect] and the 
lady herself a bit of mischievous 


beauty. 
In th paintings the same love of 
color andwthe same generous softness 


ef technique which distinguish the 
nudes are discovered. In two cases, 
possibly, the significance of the pic- 
ture would have been improved by 
the injection of a little pre-war. 
“Spoils of Bararosa”™ and “ Beach- 
combers "’ do not live up to their ti- 
tiles. The soft, padded touch should 
have been exchanged here for the iron 
hand in the 2 glove. 
Pleasing and Decorative. 

Among the paintings of girls there 
are many which are pleasing and dec- 
orative. Not one unpleasant canvas 
can be found. The artist’s weak 
point, hands, is ably concealed by 
the dispositicn he has made of these 
necessary but difficult to paint mem- 
bers. One of the greatest portrait 
painters has remarked on the pitfalls 
which beset: the painter of portraits 
when attacking this particular adjunct 
to human beauty. Hands-are, some- 
times, beautiful in themselves. Not 
so often is this true though, but that, 
when it is true, thé beautiful hand is 
invariably remarked on. 

Mr. Sheffer has trouble with hands. 
Generally speaking he leaves them 
a@ione, blocking in a vague shape and 
letting it go at that. In those pic- 
tures where the hand is concealed 
by its position or the skillful dispo- 
gtion of scarf or fan or dress, the 
efect is the most engaging. 

Aside from this weakness, one 
thared by many artists, the paintings 
‘bays much to commend them. There 
Viger, youth, beauty, a wonderful 
feeling for texture, a marvellous use 
of vivid color—oriental in its profusion 
=@ clever sense of composition, a 
happy and cheerful atmosphere (al- 
most as though Mr. Sheffer whistled 
between his teeth as he painted and 
Was never too engaged to exchange a 
joke) and a constant direct, clear ap- 
proach to his subject (which, in these 
days of ambiguous mud pies, comes as 
a direct blessing), that are all to be 
appreciated by those who find delight 
in something pretty.

Augustine will have a famous anni- 
versary festival commemorating some 
400 years of existence next week—and 
then dropping off at some of the 
Georgian and Carolinas spring resorts 
before clenching fists and plunging 
back into the uncertain spring of Chi- 
cago and New York. 


Resorts Closing. 

The exodus, however, is considerable, 
especially from the seasonal establish- 
ments of note, and almost daily an- 
nouncements of closing for the season 
are made. The Royal Poinciana at 
Palm Beach ended its season on Mon- 
day and the Hotel Alba at that city 
closed on Sunday. The Flamingo and 
Pancoast at Miami Beach are ending 
their seasons this week, and the his- 
toric Royal Palm hotel at Miami is to 
close on March 31.

. building of a house, the need of a 
room for the boy and virl is not con- 


sidered. The children, perhaps, have 
not yet come or they are very young. 


And in the midst of myriad pressing 


demands to be met, of mounting bills 
which must be included in the family 
budget, the problem of providing 
separate space for the poy or girl, or 
for both, space which will be their 
very own and contribu‘e in generous 
measure towards their tuture develop- 
ment, is dismissed as -i:npossible. 

From the health standpoint it is 
admitted that a child should have 
his own bed from the moment he is 
born and after his second year, at 
least, should have his ewn room. By 
the time he is three, and anyway four, 
he needs his own room for more than 
purely health measures. 

A “room-of-his-own ’’—for today the 
boy’s room rather than the girl’s room 
will be discussed—creates and edu- 
cates the idea of possession and of 
responsibilty. And these are two 
ideas which need careful and constant 
development throughout adolescence. 


Learn to be Neat. 
He early learns to keep things 


picked up, to help at least in keeping | 


the floor clean and the dresser in 
order, and he has a place to which he 
and his chums can retire when they 
come to play. 

A small room serves all the needed 
purpose of the growing boy. If in 
building your home you find that your 
savings do not permit this extra cham- 
ber, see if you cannot raise the mort- 
gage a little to cover it. Such a little 
exertion on your part, and such years 
of solid enjoyment ahead for your boy. 

Later on, as the boy grows older, 
ff there are other small children in 
the family, his room can be used for 
-gome of the younger members and he 
can be given perhaps some attic space 
to call his own. 

A small attic space can be made 
into a real den for the boy by the use 
‘of wall boards and perhaps an electric 
or gas grate. This latter article will 
will assist with the heating of the 
room if it is not quite up to the rest 
‘of the house, or it can be made to 
add to the mystery and thrill of camp- 
‘fires without any of the attendant dan- 
gers of an open grate.

If attic space is used, a boy can help 
apply a plaster substitute, finish it 
any color desired, and shellac the walls 
so that they are washable. He can 
help to finish the floors, left bare and 
stained or covered with linoleum. 


About Wall Decorations. 


What he puts on the walls is for 
him to decide, though his tastes may 
be a little aided by presenting him 
with a few good pictures of horses or 
dogs or cowboys or Indians. As for 
furniture, it should be of simply de- 
signed, heavy wood; a bookcase, a ta- 
ble, a desk, dresser and bed.

August Koch, whose name has be- 
come a byword with flower gar- 
deners from one end of this country 

to the other. He’s what slang artists 
would call a “walking encyclopedia.” 
He has catalogued in his mind the 
practical things he has learned from 


time to time in his fourteen years’ 


work at Shaw gardens, St. Louis, 
Mo., and fifteen years as chief florist 


of West Chicago's great park system, 
‘with its eighteen parks. 

It would be a great treat ff all be- 
ginning gardeners could take their first 
lessons in flower growing from this 
practical teacher. Playing the role of 
a home builder who had never stuck 
a flower seed or a plant in the ground, 
I asked Mr. Koch to give me some of 
the first things an amateur should 
know if he suddenly found himself 
standing at the garden gate with a 
spade, a hoe, a rake, and a plot of just 
plain dirt in front of him. I jotted 
down his answers to a multitude of

City Soil Needs Treatment. 
Almost all soils in cities need treat- 
ment of some kind before flower seeds 


_are planted or plants are set. Fall 


plowing or spading is best, especially 
where clay soil has to be dealt with. 
.Whether the plot is spaded up in the 
spring or fall it will need treatment be- 
fore it is worked and again before seed- 
ing. Well rotted manure ts best where 
it is worked into the soil in the spring. 
Spading in the spring must be done a 


‘week or ten days before seeding. 


The soil should be allowed to remain 
in the rough after spading for at least 
a week before the seed is sown. 

Few flowers do well in strongly acid 
soils, which means that soils should be 
sweetened with lime wherever there is 
danger of sourness. Lime is often 
needed in most city soils where exca- 
vators coat the surface with clay. 
Where there is an underlying layer of 
gand, such as is the case in many Chi- 
cago gardens, lime is needed to sweeten 
the soil. 

Air si@ked lime is commonly used on 
gardens. A liberal dusting of lime on 
the surface of the garden sofl imme- 
diately after it has been spaded or 
plowed is sufficient.» See that the 
ground is fairly white, as if it were 
covered with a thin blanket of snow. 


Clay soil is hard to“work. It is 


Finely pulverized limestone commonly 
found around building yards, and old 
plastering taken from the walls of old 
buildings will also sweeten the soil 

Along with the lime the soil should 
be given a good dusting of wood ashes 
which supply potash, a valuable food 
for plants. Z 

Lime and ashes should be worked 
carefully into the surface. Less lime 
is needed on extremely heavy soils. 
‘Lime and ashes help loosen heavy soil 
and aid drainage. Finely pulverized 
cinders will alse help to loosen soil 
Cinders are especially valuable in ex- 
tremely heavy soil. 

Where clay has to be dealt with and 
the soil is tight, and 
difficult to work, spr a two inch 
layer of sand on the rough surface of 
the freshly spaded garden and then, in 
a few days, work it into the surface 


from baking; it works down into the 
lower layers of the soil in a few years 
and much of it disappears so that ad- 
ditional sand should be put on every 
few seasons. 

* Before sticking a spade in the ground 
the gardener should have his planting 
plans outlined and staked off, especial- 
ly where lawns and paths are to be 
left. Where the whole garden is to be

THE PATTERNS 


AVY blue or one of the tan 

shades in crépe satin will make 

an attractive dress, using pat- 

tern No. 709 for its develop- 
ment. The skirt is cut in two parts, 
and while there is some fullness at 
the top, it is not too full and gores out 
towards the bottom, getting the neces- 
sary width there without being too 
_i°~ full at the opposite end. 


The waist opens in the center front, 


and as you can easily see, it is cut 
in a deep square opening, this being 
filled in by an attached vest. The full- 


ness on the shoulders on the front is 
followed by fullness at the underarm 
seams on the front, the front being 
slashed in there, the lower edges gath- 
ered and sewed to the upper slashed 
edges. 

There is a narrow belt of the dress 
material, and the sleeves are in one 
piece, with the lower edges gathered 
into a six inch cuff. These deep cuffs 
could be made of the reverse side of 
the satin, as could the vest also, using 
a binding or piping of the same side 
of the satin to finish the neck. 

Cut the vest double, having a fold 
of the material across the top and 
seam it together down the sides. 
Where it sets into the right side of 
the front, it should be tacked in place 
under the binding or facing. Then 
at three-quarter inch intervals set small 
s1zed snaps down the left edge, fasten- 
ing it to the dress. Below the vest 
the waist buttons together, a much 
more agreeable way of getting into 
and out of a dress than slipping it on 
over the head.

An Expert's Ideas. 

“all who have to deal with children 
that truthfulness is attaired 
dowty,” she says. “ We must not con- 
gmn the child for every false state- 
gent he makes, but rather use each 
exasion as an opportunity for enlarg- 
ing his understanding and increasing 
bis appreciation of truth.” 

While the child is learning to talk 
ani for some time thereafter there is 
nt sufficient development to distin- 
gish between the creations of fancy, 
memories, dreams, on the one hand, 
end actual occurrences on the other. 
He is unable to differentiate the fleet- 
ing images aroused by his wishes from 
actual situations. Under these cir- 
cumstances Miss Gruenberg believes it 
worse than useless to reprove the child 
for saying that he saw a flower fly off 
the bush like a butterfly, or that the 
eat spoke to him. He may have misin- 
tepreted what he saw—or his wish 
may have been father to the thought. 
What he sees is certainly not true, but 


he is not “lying,” for everything he 
tells you has a proper place in his own 
mind and he is not concerned beyond 
that. Discrediting his inventions will 
not cure him of lying, in Miss Gruen- 
berg’s opinion, since he has not rea- 
lized his “lie,” but our ill considered 
reproof may discourage his efforts at 
putting into words what does come 
into his mind and destroy his confi- 
dence in ovr sympathy and under- 
standing. 


However, our child training author- 
ity warns that the child cannot go on 
forever confusing the imagined with 
the real. Parents can help him bridge 
this period by showing him patiently 
that some thoughts do correspond to 
the targible world outside, whereas 
others exist only within his mind. 
Playing with him in his make believe 
games is recommended as the measure 
to lead him gradually to distinguish 
between one class of experience and 
the other 

Inventing Excuses. 


“Often children invent excuses or 
justification for their acts, or give 


reasons which we feel are not alto- 
gether genuine.’’ says this child au- 
thority “In fact, the more numerous 
the reasons are which a child gives 


in urging the granting of his desires, 


the more likely it is that his real 
reason is withheld.” | 

Parents must show children all along 
the line that to be honest with one’s 
self requires scrupulous investigation 
of one’s own motives. 


Another type of problem Miss Gruen-. 


bere calls attention t~ as met fre- 
quertly by parents is that of the child 
learning to get what he wants by word 
or act which an adult may classify as 
“untrue” The child who, after being 
put to bed calls for water because 
in this way he gets his mother’s com- 
pany, is not conscious of the fact that 
he is lying He does not begin with a 
conscious Gesire to deceive, but simply 
uses the word or gesture which he 
has found effective. 

“To the child it is not a question of 
truth or falsehood, or right or wrong; 
it is only a question of getting what 
he wants—and he learns that some 


improvise is part of the parents’ job. , 

The commonest lies among children, 
Miss Gruenberg further observes, are 
those “designed to save them from 
punishment. 

‘‘Certainly the lies that are prompt- 
ed by fear of punishment will not be 
eradicated by more punishment or by 
giving the child more reason to fear,” 
she argues. ‘It is necessary to help 
him realize that lying is an unworthy 
and weak evasion; it is necessary to 
help him feel that it is in every way 
better and more satisfactory to face the 
consequences of wrongdoing. A chal- 
lenge to self-respect will be more con- 
structive than an appeal to fear.” 

Voice Is Important. | 

The manner of approaching a situa- ' 
tion and the tone of voice the parent 
uses may frighten or challenge a child | 
into making false statements. With | 


proper handling he might have spo- | 


ken confidingly and truthfully. 

A large factor in a child’s normal 
development, the author of this child 
study treatise declares to be the confi- 
dence which he is made to feel in his 


own ability to. do what is right, to. 


overcome temptations, and to outgrow 
childish faults. Looking for the 
causes instead of stressing results will 
help parents to remove the childish 
temptations to resort to falsehood. ‘ 
No miracle of sudden reformation 
or conversion: should be expected from 


the child, the educator concludes. But - 


the ideal of truthfulness should be 
before the child and before parents as 
something toward which to strive.

4, 1923, when Kitty and Malm and a 
man named Eric Noren drove to the 
Delson Knitting company, 3051 Lincoln 
avenue. ‘They were there to “pull a 
job,” but they were surprised by Ed- 
ward Lehman, night watchman. There 
was shooting. Lehman was killed; 
Kitty was shot, by a stray bullet from 
Malm’s gun, it is believed. 

The wrong couple, brought in by the 
police, were indicted through the con- 
fession of the girl, Ethel Beck, who 
vaguely and dumbly offered no rebuttal 


when the police fastened the. crime 
‘upon her and a man. But later Malm 
was arrested, and once more the men 
she knew played Kitty false. About 
the first, and surely the last thing, 
Malm said to the police was: “‘It was 
the shot from her gun that killed the 
watchman; she done 

For a brief, restless, futile time Kitty 
Walter Baluk Malm had the satisfac- 
tion of besting several men. The po- 
lice, dispatched by Malm’s ungallant 
and, it seemed from later evidence, un- 
true shifting of the blame, to a house 
at 1531 North La Salle street, were 
refused admittance by a woman whom 
they didn’t know and who knew they 
didn’t know she was Kitty. One of 
the men went back to headquarters for 
instructions, leaving two others guard- 
ing the place. 


3 _KITTY GETS AWAY 


Kitty slipped quietly out the back 
door, leaving her young sister there to 
receive the officers with their new 
orders and instructions. The coup 
caused the suspension of several po- 
licemen and enabled Kitty to get away 
to a boarding house in Indianapolis.

In the midst 
of the judicial proceedings there was 
an unjudicial sound, and the plump lit- 
tle girl, well rounded out with leggins 
and a puffy blue coat, stumbled over 
to a bench in the front of the court. 
As she spied the back of Kitty’s head 
and shoulders she stuttered out, around 
the lollypop, “‘There’s mommie. I 
want to go to mommie,” and started 
over. 

Of course the bailiff intercepted the 
tiny figure and instructed the child's 
grandmother that it was against the 
law for “Tootsie” to communicate 
with her mother, on trial for murder, 
when the jury was present.

But the unusual] feature of the whole 
thing was that a sincerely pious ortho- 
dox Jew wouldn’t touch the socalled 
legalized sacramental wine, for the 
simple reason that it wasn’t kosher, in 
that the stuff was produced and han- 
died by persons of other faiths. At 
the wineries rabbis were employed to 
give the stuff the appearance of being 
kosher, but it was impossible to fool 
many good Jews with this routine. 
Most devout Jews make their own 
wine. 


One friend of mine, who was a dis- 
tributor, told me that on his list of 
actual customers there were only two 
Jews, and that both of them went to 
Synagogue only on Yom Kuppur, and 
that even on that day they were so 
unorthodox as to ride to services just 
because it was raining. Men of that 
sort don’t care whether their wine is 
kosher or not, my friend explained.

AVY biue or one of the tan 

shades in crépe satin will make 

an attractive dress, using pat- 

tern No. 709 for its develop- 
ment. The skirt is cut in two parts, 
and while there ‘s some fullness at 
‘he top, it is not too full and gores out 
towards the bottom, getting the neces- 
sary width there without being too 
full at the opposite end. 

The waist opens in the center front, 
and as you can easily see, it is cut 
in a deep square opening, this being 
filied in by am attached vest. The full- 
ness on the shoulders on the front is. 
followed by fullness at the underarm 
seams on the front, the front being 
slashed in there, the lower edges gath- 
ered and sewed to the upper slashed 


edges. 
_ There is a narrow belt of the dress 
material, and the sleeves are in one 
piece, with the lower edges gathered 
into a six inch cuff. These deep cuffs 
could be made of the reverse side of 
ithe satin, as could the vest also, using 
a binding or piping of the same side 
of the eatin to finish the neck. 
Cut the vest double, having a fold 
of the material across the top and 
seam it together down the sides. 
Where it sets “into the right side of 
the front, it should be tacked in place 


under the binding or facing. Then 
at three-quarter inch intervals set sma!]

Why not make this a “composé” 
cress—only be careful that the two 
or three shades of the same color 
blend perfectly.

in urging the granting of his desires, 
the more likely it is that his real 
reason is withheld.” 


Parents must show children all along 
the line that to be honest with one’s 
self requires scrupulous inyestigation 
of one’s own motives. 

Another type of problem Miss Gruen- 
bere calls attention tc as met fre- 
quently by parents is that of the child 
learning to get what he wants by word 
or act which an adult may classify as 
“untrue” The child who, after being 
put to bed calls for water because 
in this way he gets his mother’s com- 
pany, is not conscious of the fact that 
he fs lying He does not begin with a 
conscious Gesire to deceive, but simply 
uses the word or gesture which he 
has found effective. 

“To the child it is not a question of 
truth or falsehood, or right or wrong; 
it is only a question of getting what 
he wants—and he learns that some

A large factor in a child’s normal 
development, the author of this child 
study treatise declares to be the confi- 
dence which he is made to feel in his 
own ability to do what is right, to 
overcome temptations, and to outgrow 
childish faults. Looking for the 
causes instead of stressing results will 
help parents to remove the childish 
temptations to resort to falsehood. 

No miracle of sudden reformation 
or conversion should be expected from 
the child, the educator concludes. But 
the ideal of truthfulness shoujd be 
before the child and before parents as 
something toward which to strive.

Perhaps you have heard people com- 
plain of the meals at a given place as 
being “so dry,” no soups, no gravies, 
no delicious fruit compotes, and being 
served with only poor or wretched 
teas and coffee. Man not only needs 
but craves the food liquids. Waters 
flavored in various ways approximate 
nature’s best in liquids, the fruits, 
which are from eighty to ninety-five 
per cent water, but water that is aro- 
matic, mineralized, filtered, and ster- 
ilized. They are great and agreeable 
agents in this business of keeping the 
body cisterns filled. And we must not 
forget that the tomato and cucumber

Liquid Diets. 


A liquid diet and a copious one is 
thé greatest means of getting the 
necessary water. This is because peo- 
ple are but careless water drinkers 
and then some persons actually suffer 
extreme discomfort from drinking 
more than a quart of plain water a 
day. Think what the water drinking 
punishment of old times would have 
been to them, the horrible agony of 
it so often resulting in death. But 
that is no reason for going to the op.- 
posite extreme. 

Though there was some folly con- 
nected with it, the best results I ever 
saw in the case of some one “ reduc- 
ing,”” came from a diet consisting al- 
most exclusively of tomatoes and 
watermelon,-each of which are 95 per 
cent water, or average that. The 
woman did this without anybody’s ad- 
vice and so risked injury to herself, 
but since science tells us that hunger 
sensations come because the walls of 
an empty stomach contracting hit or 
knock and cause pain she avoided that 
ache by eating the bulky watermelon. 
And the liquid of these two things 
helped her in more ways than she 
could guess in her summer martyriz- 
ing of herself. 


Ices. 


Of course one bent on getting a 
sufficiently liquid diet, though the 
heavens fall, may easily go to ex- 
tremes, but that is a danger that is 
ever betraying humanity in every path 
of action. The ices, if taken in modera- 
tion, and eaten slowly or almost sipped, 
are worth while in a meal planned ac- 
cording to the ideas we have been ex- 
ploiting. As to the sipping, there are

Pineapple Ice. 
Many years ago a fascinating writer 
of the interesting things of life said 
that a pineapple ice was a combina- 
tion of the pine and the palm, of ice 
and tropical luxury—in other words, of 
equator and pole, so excellent for our 
imagination which, with most people, 
needs more exercise than it gets, and 
in too many cases none at all is given 
to food. 


For two people, make a pineapple . 


ice or sherbert as follows: Shred or 
cut up enough of a juicy pineapple to 
make one-fourth cup. Cook one-half 
cup of sugar with one-fourth cup of 
water until it spins a thread, or to 238 
degrees. Pour this over the pineapple 
and let stand till cool. Add to it a 
little lemon juice to strengthen the 
flavor, being careful not to use enough 
to make the whole lack sweetness. 
Beat the white of one egg till stiff and 
fold the pineapple and sugar mixture 
into it. To the fruit may be added a 
pinch of salt to strengthen the flavor, 
but adding it to the egg makes its 
complete fluffing difficult—it may be 
wet underneath. This may be frozen 
in a freezer and another egg white 
added when it is partly frozen, or it 
may be packed like a mousse and 
served when it is but half frozen, 
which makes it a true sherbet. 
Lemon Granites. 

The Italian granites are often 
nothing but flavored water half frozen. 
A little lemon juice in a great deal of 
water and without any sugar when

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Child Expert Stresses 
the Importance of — 
Teaching Boys and 
Girls Honesty and 


Accuracy. 


NE of the problems faced by 
conscientious parents is how to 
establish standards of truth in 
their children. What is called 
“lying” is very general tn childhood. 
Apd the lies of children differ greatly 
in kind and in degree. Some parents 
dismiss the problem with an indiffer- 
ent shrug and the excuse that it is 
gmply childish imagination out of 
which the youngsters will grow event- 


ually. 

In order to inculcate right habits 
and right thinking, since civilized life 
er any kind of community life is possi- 
ble only if people are dependable—that 
is, if truth is in them—these early 
manifestations of falsehood in children 
ghould be met with a sympathetic un- 
gerstanding by every parent and the 
iéeal of truthfulness should be im- 
planted as early as possible in the 

ng mind. 

The Child Study Association of Amer. 
ica, in one of its pamphlets issued for 
parents and teachers interested in the 
development and education of children, 
treats the subject of truth and false- 
hood in the young, and stresses the 
importance of inculcating the prin- 
ciples of honesty and truthfulness 
early in life. 

Sidonie M. Gruenberg, author of tnis 
particular study, realizes the limita- 
tions of the childish mind and its in- 
ability to grasp the adult understand- 
ing of truth. | 

An Expert’s Ideas. 

“All who have to deal with children 
realize that truthfulness is attaired 
giowty,” she says. “ We must not con- 
demn the child for every false state 
ment he makes, but rather use each 
occasion as an opportunity for enlarg- 
ing his understanding and increasing 
his appreciation of truth.” 

While the child is learning to talk 
and for some time thereafter there is 
not sufficient development to distin- 
guish between the creations of fancy, 
memories, dreams, on the one hand, 
and actual occurrences on the other. 
‘He is unable to differentiate the fleet- 
ing images aroused by his wishes from 
actual situations. Under these cir- 
cumstances Miss Gruenberg believes it 
worse than useless to reprove the child 
for saying that he saw a flower fly off 
the bush like a butterfly, or that the 
cat spoke to him. He may have misin- 
terpreted what he saw—or his wish 
may have been father to the thought. 
What he sees is certainly not true, but

Anxious for Attention. 

It is not always a seeking of some 
material satisfaction which induces the 
child to lie, Miss Gruenberg observes. 
Just to cause a sensation he may 
of having done something which he 
really did not do, or tell a story that 
will astonish or mystify. He sees other 
people draw attention, even admira- 
tion, by the telling of wonderful tales. 
So he is tempted to tell a good one, 
himself. 

Here again, says the child educator, 
there is in the child’s mind no question 
of truth or falsehood—there is only the 


. wish to produce an effect. His creative 


ness is challenged and he does his best. 


Dealing with all kinds of “lies” in 
the same way is not the solution. Par- 
-ents should know whether the child 
lies because he is too timid and too 
weak, or because he lies to show off. 
In the latter case he can be -encour- 
aged to make up a story as a story 
and have it receive due recognition on 
its merits and he can be supplied legi- 
timate ways of expressing himseif and 
of receiving the favorable attention 
which, at this period, the child really 
needs. Removing the temptation to 
_Amprovise is part of the parents’ job. 

The commonest lies among children, 
Miss Gruenberg further observes, are 
those designed to save them from 
punishment. 

‘Certainly the lies that are prompt-. 
ed by fear of punishment will not be 
eradicated by more punishment or by 
giving the child more reason to fear,” 
she argues. “It is necessary to help 
him realize that lying is an unworthy 
and weak evasion; it is necessary to 
help him feel that it is in every way 
better and more satisfactory to face the 
consequences of wrongdoing. A chal- 
lenge to self-respect will be more con- 
structive than an appeal to fear.” 


Voice Is Important. it 


- The manner of approaching a situa- 
tion and the tone of voice the parent 
uses may frighten or challenge a child 
into making false statements. With 
proper handling he might have spo 
ken confidingly and truthfully. 

A large factor in a child’s normal 
development, the author of this child 
study treatise declares to be the confi- 
dence which he is made to feel in his 
own ability to do what is right, to 
overcome temptations, and to outgrow 
childish faults. Looking for the 
causes instead of stressing results will 
help parents to remove the childish 
temptations to resort to falsehood. 

No miracle of sudden reformation 
or conversion should be expected from 
the child, the educator concludes. But 
the ideal of truthfulness should be. 
before the child and before parents as 
something toward which to strive.

When it 
is our body proper we’ may do this 
with dumb bells, by bending, etc. 
When it is our digestive canal—an ex- 
tremely vital muscle—we. must apply 
reasonable methods of exercising it, 
or refine our methods of getting up 
action in it. 


Pineapple Ice. 

Many years ago a fascinating writer 
of the interesting things of 4ife said 
that a pineapple ice was a combina- 
tion of the pine and the palm, of ice 
and tropica] luxury—in other words, of 
equator and pole, so excellent for our 
imagination which, with most people, 
needs more exercise than it gets, and 
in too many cases none at all is given 
to food. 


For two people, make a pineapple 
ice or sherbert as follows: Shred or 
cut up enough of a juicy pineapple to 
make one-fourth. cup. Cook one-half 
cup of sugar with one-fourth cup of 
water until it spins a thread, or to 238 
degrees. Pour this over the pineapple 
and let stand till cool. Add to it a 
little lemon juice to strengthen the 
flavor, being careful not to use enough 
to make the whole lack sweetness. 
Beat the white of one egg till stiff and 
fold the pineapple and sugar mixture 
into it. To the fruit may be added a 
pinch of salt to strengthen the flavor, 
but adding it to the egg makes its 
complete fluffing difficult—it may be 
wet underneath. This may be frozen 


in a frepzer and another egg white 
added when it is partly frozen, or it 


may be packed like a mousse and 
served when it is but half frozen, 
which makes it a true sherbet. 

Lemon Granites. 

The Italian granites are often 
nothing but flavored water half frozen. 
A little lemon jujce in a great deal of 
water and without any sugar when 
so treated may be an agreeable thing 


to sip.

Although the Volstead act provided 
for withdrawals by various Christian 
denominations, the Jews were given 
the privilege of the large withdrawals. 
But the unusual feature of the whole 
thing was that a sincerely pious ortho- 
dox Jew woukin’t touch the socalled 
legalized sacramental wine, for the 
simple reason that it wasn’t kosher, in 
that the stuff was produced and han- 
dled by persons of other faiths. At 
the wineries rabbis were employed to 
give the stuff the appearance of being 
kosher, but it was impossible to fool 
many good Jews with this routine. 
Most devout Jews make their own 
wine. 


One friend of mine, who was a dis- 
tributor, told me that on his list of 
actual customers there were only two 
Jews, and that both of them went to 
synagogue only on Yom Kuppur, and 
that even on that day they were so 
unorthadox as to ride to services just 
because it was raining. Men of that 


sort don’t care whether their wine is 
kos or not, my friend explained. 
The wine was distributed through 


} an illicit conspiracy for which twenty- 
five persons now are awaiting sentence 


in federal conspiracy. One of these 
is a former prohibition director. 
other former director and a dry state 
senator recently were acquitted by a 
federal jury when the government 
prosecutors were unable to convince it 
that the pair were a part of the con- 


spiracy.

Witnesses at the trial, who previous- 
ly had confessed their own guilt, in- 
cluding two prohibition agents and a 
coterie of graft collectors, told how 
wine distributors had been forced to 
pay $300 and $400 graft for each 2,000 
gallons of wine withdrawn under gov- 
ernment permits. . 

Under the law the wine had to be 
taken out by an authorized distributor 
representing a religious congregation. 
It soon developed, at the outset of the 
scheme, that there weren't enough 
bona fide congregations to go around, 
so the wine wholesalers conceived the 
brilliant idea of selling fake congrega- 
tion lists to prospective distributors.

The whole plot was, of course, thor- 
oughly organized, with ‘“‘a big three” | 
of wholesalers in command of the sit- 
uation.. If a distributor got behind in rig 
his graft dues, it was discovered — 
promptly that he was a ruthless law 
violator, and he could obtain no more 
withdrawal permits. The same tech- 
nique applied to the distributor who 
could not resist the temptation to do 
a little shopping for some of his wine. 
He must pay the trust price, or his 
permit was a mere scrap of paper. 

Strangely enough, there was scarce- 
ly any violence connected with the 
wine racket, except in clashes with 
bijackers who intercepted the stuff in 
transit. The gunman-salesman tech- 
nique so largely in use in beer and 
whisky merchandising never was a 
part of the wine conspiracy. 

But it was too good to last. The law 
relative to wine withdrawals has not 
been changed, but the government pol- 
icy has been. Less than 10,000 gallons 
of sacramental wine has been with- 
drawn in Chicago in the last two years.

With 
proper handling he might have spo- | 
ken confidingly and truthfully. 

A large factor in a child’s normal 
development, the author of this child . 
study treatise declares to be the confi- : 
dence which he is made to feel in his | 
own ability to do what is right, to. 
overcome temptations, and to outgrow | 
childish faults. Looking for the, 
causes instead of stressing results will . 
help parents to remove the childish 
temptations to resort to falsehood. 

No miracle of sudden reformation , 
or conversion should be expected from , 
the child, the educator concludes, But 
the ideal of truthfulness should be 
before the child and before parents as 
something toward which to strive.
